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pebple  moving  in  there  from  the  hills  can- 
not be  induced  to  transfer  their  member- 
ship.  This  is  true  of  all  sections,  bat  pe- 
culiarly so  down  there. 

In  concluding  this  rather  lengthy  report, 
Bro.  Chrestman  wants  me  to  say  to  the 
“hill  preachers”  that  the  Delta  is  not  a 
“death  trap  and  graveyard,”,  and  that 
more  of  them  should  come  down,  settle 
with,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  the  people 
of  this  great  and  growing  country. 

Having  been  on  the  lookout  for  a gospel 
singer,  I have  at  last  discovered  one  in  my 
own  home.

Minority  Rwfo  in  Baptist  Churches. 

At  Baptists  we  are  a great  people.  We 
h<l*ve  great  doctrines.  In  fact,  about  all 
there  is  to  believe.  We  have  a great  church 
polity.  One  feature  of  this  polity  is  demo- 
cratic form  of  government.  Anything  else 
wfould  be  nnscriptureJ  and  contrary  to  the 
American  ideal  ot  freedom.  And  yet,  it 
happens  that  foo  many  of  our  churches 
are  being  controlled  by  a very  few  mem- 
bers; frequently  by  one  man  or  woman. 

This  one  man  or  woman  may  be  as  good 
by  nature  and  grace  as  it  is  possible  for 
hlni  to  be;  still,  it  is  nnscriptnral  and  very 
upwise  to  turn  the  leadership  of  one  hun- 
dred of  the  Lord's  people  over  to  the  direc- 
tion ot  any  one  mind.  Such  a course  is 
harmful  to  the  great  majority  who  sit  by 
and  feel  very  little,  if  any,  responsibility  in 
what  takes  place.  Every  member  of  a 
Baptist  church  greatly  needs  to  feel  the 
weight  of  his  or  her  share  of  every  work 
undertaken  by  the  chntch.  Minority  rale 
robs  them  of  this  much  needed  and  helpful 
experience.  And  then,  the  one,  or  few,  who 
may  assume  responsibilities  in  giving  direc- 
tfon  to  affairs,  are  in  great  danger  of  going 
wrong. 

A case  in  point.  I know  a large  church 
which  declined  last  year  to  do  a righteous 
,tpjng  simply  because  a certain  brother 
would  not  introduce  the  measure.  When 
other  brethren  were  approached  with  the 
requestfthat  they  take  tbe  initiative,  they 
replied:  “It  is  useless.  Bro.  K.  can  kill  tbe 
whole  thing  in  one  minute.”  And  let  it  be 
added,  Bro.  A.  is  one  of  the  best  men  in 
.that  church,  bat  got  his  head  tamed  on 
the  matter  in  question.

to  a county,  any  more  than  it 
would  be  to  a supervisor’s  dis- 
trict, or  to  the  whole  State. 
Statutory  prohibition  now  pre- 
vails, directly,  in  a large  number 
of  localities,  embracing  some 
counties,  as  a whole.  Indirectly,  it 
prevails  in  every  pari  of  the  State 
outside  of  the  corporate  limits  of 
towns  having  over  500  inhabi 
tants,  embracing  whole  counties. 
There  is  no  difference  in  principle 
from  the  present  statutory  pro- 
hibition in  such  localities  and  in 
an  advance  to  towns  olr  cities 
having  1,000  to  25.0001  inhabi 
tants.  It  N purely  a question  of 
legislative  detail.
